PLOTTERS WERE ARRESTED 


SECOND PLOT REVEALED MAN 


WITH A BOMB. 


Beilin, March 20.—Tne St. Peters- 


burg correspondent of the Tag'blatt 
says he has learned of two separate 
conspiracies to assassinate the czar. 
'The first attempt was planned to be 
made on the occasion of the jubilee 
ball of the naval cadet corps, which 
the czar had promised to attend. His 
majesty was ready to start and was 
awaiting his carriage when Governor 
General Kleigles arrived at the pal- 
ace and informed him that he must 
not go, several suspicious persons be- 
lonigng to the revolutionary party 
having been arrested at the Nicolai 
bridge with arms and forged pass- 
ports. He informed his majesty that 
the prisoners were probably emissar- 
ies of the cential nihilist committee 
at Ziuich* The visit was accordingly 
abandoned. 


The second affair occurred in the 


middle of January, when the czar, ac- 
companied by his mothei, visited the 
Cevematio exhibition. When entering 
one of the rooms the members of the 
committee, who were escorting the 
imperial party, suddenly noticed an 
unknown man hurriedly approaching 
the czar. As the public had been ex- 
cluded and those authorized to attend 
has been carefully selected, the pres- 
ence of the stranger excited sus- 
picion. 
Several of the czar's party 


hastened to mert him to lead him 
away. 


Thereupon the man suspiciously 


thrust his hand in a pocket. He was 
instantly seized. 
When he was 


searched a bomb was found in his 
pocket.

GEN.

happily are at odds is not whether 
the disdputed ground belongs to us 
or to the Chinese government, or to 
the railway company, but whether 
the English will make good their 
trespass*

who went on with their work until

"Before we can discuss the ques- 


tion of ownership the British, who 
are still to 
some extent on our 


ground, must withdraw. 
Once the 


British Mve withdrawn 1 am sure 
the Russian imperial 
government 


will ignore all previous regrettable 


violence an'd listen in a most friendly 
spirit to -whatever <fche British gov- 
ernment may have to say regarding 
the definite possession of the dis- 
puted territory. 


"No sans person can for an in- 


stant doubt that had the English 
requested 
permission 
to buald a 


switch or side track on our ground 
it, would have 
been 
immediately 


granted. 


"Unfortunately, 
however, 
Oiey

TALKED TO G'HEAT AUBIENCL 


LAST NIGHT. 


The most successful lectuie of the 


people's course of the WeEt JeffsrsDii 
Street Church cf Christ was given xt 
ths church Last evening when Mrs. 
Maud Ballington Booth lectured on 
"The Lights and Shadows of Prison 
Life." 
The church was packed, and 


it was necessaiy to call many chairs 
into requisition to accommodate the 
audience. 
Mrs. Booth is hi many 


respects a most remarkable woman. 
She has a clear enunciation, "a fluency 
of speech and the magnetic qualities 
which have won for her among the 
convicts in 'the many prisons she is 
interested 
in 
the title of "Little 


Mother." She is a woman of cultuie 
and 
refinement, of great 
personal 


charms, and has a way of addressing 
her audience that inspired a kindred 
feeling for the unfortunate men in 
whose cause she so earnestly labors. 
Mr. and Mrs, 
Booth possess inde- 


pendent means, and not one cent of 
the immey derived from her lectures 
is for their private use. 
The money 


goes to maintain homes for ex-con- 
viets in different parts cf 'the United 
States. 


She was the guest of Hon. T. E. 


Ellison, who introduced her last 
evening with a few preliminary re- 
marks touching on the relation of 
society to convicts and ex-convicts, 
and the habit of "kicking a man 
when he's clown/' in other words, re- 
fusing to give an ex-convict a chance 
to earn an. honest living and prevent 
him from leturning to crims in order 
to get a living. 
Mrs, Booth said in 


pai fc: 


"It is a great pleasure for me to 


speak •on the theme dearest to my 
heart. 
When I took up prison work 


and began to understand the real 
conditions I felt that I must devote 
my whole efforts to helping these un- 
foi'tvnate men, not only while they 
are in prison, but when they get out. 
The case was to me, as a magnet; one 
pole drawing me to the prison to do 
what I could 
there, the other re- 


pelling me, as it 'weret urging me to 
go into 'the world 'and make people, 
see the case in the right light. Whsii 
I first addressed a prison audience it 
appealed to my sympathies, and I 
felt as though I never wanted to 
speak to another audience, 
"When 


T came in touch with the prisoners 
and understood their cases, I felt 
that I wanted to immure myself in 
prison and devote myself to their 
betterment, 


"It is difficult for me to make peo- 


ple who v/.ilk in the cirti:y paths of 
the free outside world undeisfcand the 
cases cf those 'ri the shadows/ 
If 


we could but 
change places with 


these men we could realize, and' Tbe 
more sympathetic. 
In 'taking up 


their work I have laid myself open 
to criticism. 
I have been called a 


sickly sentimentalist and people say 
I talk from my awn. standpoint. 
I 


don't come out and whitewash con- 
victs and say they are abused or that 
their jail should 'he a place where 
they should have all the comforts of 
life and retire from the world dining 
their term of imprisonment. 
T be- 


lieve that sin should be punished and 
that there should be a good prison 
discipline. 
The conditions that ex- 


ist are responsible for a great per 
cent of the Criminals in prisons1 to- 


day, 
When a convict is discharged 


and starts 'out to find honest work 
can he find it? 
Very seldom. Peo- 


ple point the finger of scorn at him 
and say he is an ex-convict and they 
can't trust him. 
He has no recourse 


but to return to his criminal pur- 
suits and he is soon back in prisDn, 
while 
these 
'people 
complacently 


smile and say, (I told you so.' Yes, 
they are the ones who are responsible 
for it, and yet they wonder why there 
are so many 
criminals, and why, 


when they get out. tlip't they do not 
reform and live honest lives.
